Montreal-—-What is believed to be 
the largest number of eggs ever to be 
loaded into a single railway. refrig- 
erator car in Canada passed through 
here recently over lines of the Cana- 
dian National Railways, There were 
828,320 eggs in the 912 cases packed 
into the car.

“It is a criminal offence to use 
ration books which do not belong 
te a consumer of the same house- 
hold, but ration books which do not 
carry the additional details of ad- 
dress and telephone number are 
more open to abuse if they fall into 
the wrong hands,” Mr. McKee ex- 
plained.
